(c) When a serving or retired Judge of a High Court is appointed as Judicial Member of the Tribunal or when any 
person from the three services is appointed as Administrative Member of the Tribunal, he shall be entitled to salary 
allowances and other perquisites as are available to the sitting Judge of a High Court and as provided in the High Court 
Judges (Salaries and Conditions of Services) Act, 1954(28 of 1954) and these shall apply mutatis mutandis alongwith roles 
made thereunder as amended from time to time: 

Provided that in case the retired Judge of a High Court or a person from the three services, is in receipt of, or has 
received or has become entitled to receive any retirement benefits by way of pension, gratuity, employer’s contribution to 
the Contributory Provident Fund or other forms of retirement benefits, the pay of such Member shall be reduced by the 
gross amount of pension or employer’s contribution to the Contributory Provident Fund or any other form of retirement 
benefits, if any (except pension equivalent of retirement gratuity), drawn or to be drawn by him. 

4. Residuary Provision.—Matters relating to the terms and conditions of service of the Chairperson or Members of 
the Tribunal with respect to which no express provision has been made in these rules, shall be determined by the roles and 
orders for the time being applicable to a Secretary to the Government of India. 

5. Powers to relax rules. — The Central Government shall have power to relax any provision of these roles in respect 
of any class or category of persons.
